Stubchaer was prepared to ask the 
district

contributions to the project. County 
supervisors sit as the county’s flood 
control board.

SAIGON 
(U P I)— Communist 
gunners fired 675 rocket, mortar and 
artillery rounds into Hue and its 
outer defenses today and two large, 
equally matched units slugged it out 
with tanks and artillery north of the 
old imperial capital in a South 
Vietnamese attempt to recapture 
Quang Tri province. 
A 20,000-man government force is 
driving north from Hue to try to take 
back Quant Tri— the only South 
Vietnamese province ever captured 
by the Communists. 
With most of Hue’s defenders sent 
north to try to recapture Quang Tri, 
Communists increased the pressure 
on the old imperial capital and 
threatened a long-expected, major 
attack on the city. 
A 1,000-man South Vietnamese 
paratroop unit, backed by air power, 
artillery and tanks, fought a savage 
battle with a North Vietnamese 
force of the same size only two 
miles south of Quang Tri City, the 
provincial capital. 
While the battle was underway, 
Communist gunners slipped into the 
Hue 
area 
from 
the 
west and 
bombarded the city and a half-dozen 
outposts on its inland flanks.

Vietnam, the U.S. command said 
U.S. 
jet 
fighter-bomber 
pilots 
destroyed a coal treatment building 
near the country ’s major port city of 
Haiphong, dropped a span on a 
bridge near Vinh and bombed an oil 
storage area south of the Chinese 
border. 


The command in a delayed report 
said a U.S. Navy A7 fighter-bomber 
crashed “ from unknown causes” 
June 18 on a night mission over 
North Vietnam about 107 miles 
north of the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) separating the two Vietnams 
and listed the pilot as missing. A

husband Henry Morita, an ex-GI whom she 
married in Germany. 


Mrs. Morita gave birth to her child in a 
Nazi child labor camp at Wiener Neustadt. 
Austria at about the same time her first 
husband died in a separate detention 
center 


Elizabeth married Bela Bartfei the same 
time she began searching for her mother 
She finally tracked down an uncle in 
Yugoslavia who knew of Mrs. Morita’s 
marriage and from there traced her 
mother to Santa Clara, 
Mr and Mrs Bartfei got a three week 
visa after a year’s attempt and arrived at 
San 
Francisco 
International 
Airport 
Saturday on the 25th wedding anniversary 
of her mother s second marriage

"1 told him, We have a 
language problem I can’t 
understand you too well Let 
me come closer.’

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Legislators resumed their fe­ 
verish pace today with plans of working through the July 4 
holiday to wrap up the bulk of legislative business before 
the Democratic National Convention begins next Monday. 
The two major issues still before the lawmakers are a 
massive 
tax 
shift-school 
finance 
proposal 
and 
reapportionment. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan and Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, have reached agreement on a $1.2 billion 
package to resolve the school financing dilemma. But 
Senate Democrats have withheld their endorsement. 
Meanwhile, the Assembly Ways and Means Committee is 
expected to act this week on an alternate school finance 
proposal by Assemblyman Dixon Arnett, R-Redwood City, 
that would cost the state $654 million 
Both plans are designed to meet the state Supreme 
Court’s landmark decision that the present property tax 


Uws are unconstitutional because they discriminate 
against poorer school districts. 
The Assembly plans to recess during the Democratic 
convention, but the Senate may work during the convention 
week because only a few Senators have been named as 
delegates. 
Both chambers are scheduled to recess July 28 until after 
the November elections when they will return to tackle the 
deadlocked issue of reapportionment. 
There also is a slim chance that the legislature might 
pass legislation on no-fault insurance and a coastline 
protection act, which is virtually identical to an initiative 
that has qualified for the Nov. 7 ballot. 
The legislature has already completed its most important 
task—creation of a state budget. The lawmakers approved 
a $7.9 billion budget and Reagan used his blue-pencil vetoes 
to whittle the sum down to $7 7 billion.

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Paris Fashion Is on Its Toes

PARIS - (NEA) - Models 
who n o n c h a l a n t l y stroll 
through the perfumed salons 
ol the leading Parisian cou­ 
turiers like so many autom a­ 
tons promise soon to be as 
archaic as the minuet. 


The new thing today for a 
modern-thinking designer is 
to call in Norbert Schmitt, 
who 
will 
orchestrate 
his 
fashion presentation with all 
the precision of a ballet. This 
is guaranteed to wipe the 
bored looks off the faces of 
spectators. 


It was an American leather 
fashion 
show 
which 
gave 
Schmitt 
the 
idea. 
A 
tall, 
handsome, blond German in 
his early 30s, he was called 
in when the leather styles to 
be shown here came along 
with a “ dance script” which 
purported 
to 
h a v e 
the 
French 
models 
move 
like 
majorettes. There was ab­ 
solutely nobody in the fash­ 
ion 
world capable 
of de­ 
ciphering the script, which 
was 
based on 
a German 
method of ballet annotation. 


Only a professional dancer 
could do the job and this 
was the beginning of another 
career for Schmitt—staging 
and directing fashion shows 
like a 20th-century ballet. He 
had danced with the Marquis 
de Cuevas troupe and Mau­ 
rice Bejart, and later had 
starred as a dancer at the 
Paris Lido. 


Today the House of Dior, 
the celebrated furriers Revil- 
lon, and leading jewelers of 
the Place Vendome and the 
rue de la Paix, all now in 
read y -to -w ear, 
l o o k 
to 
Schmitt to bring excitement 
to their productions. 


“ The fashion world was 
badly in need of something 
new 
and 
different." 
said 
Schmitt. " F a s h i o n s pre­ 
sent- d as a ballet turn into 
an experience and a plea­ 
sure. 


“ Dancing,” he explained, 
‘has always been a popular 
and human art. Fashion de­ 


sign, like ballet, besides be­ 
ing a mirror of the times, 
is also a human a rt.” 


So this is the new look, 
brought by a ballet profes­ 
sional to the Paris fashion 
scene. It is the shot in the 
arm it needed badly. 


Creators have realized the 
selling potential of this mod­ 
ernistic way of presenting 
clothes and accessories and 
Schmitt is in great demand. 
His first presentation of the 
Dior fur collection a couple 
of years ago created a furor 
—it was dramatic, traum a­ 
tic and quite a spectacle. 
Foreigners have often re­ 
marked on the “ homeliness” 
of the majority of models in 


the 
leading 
Paris 
fashion 
houses. The truth is that a 
designer creates his clothes 
on girls who have the je-ne- 
sais-quoi a t t i t u d e which 
shows clothes to the best ad­ 
vantage. "The face," design­ 
ers say, “ is of secondary im­ 
portance." This might have 
been true a decade ago. Not 
now. Today they are more 
attractive. 


Schmitt soon found, how­ 
ever, that trying to teach 
these models the simple rou­ 
tine and staging took alto­ 
gether too long. He had to 
give it up as a bad job. So 
he decided to form his own 
company of trained danc­ 
ers. 


Dancer-choreographer 
Norbert 
Schmitt 
has applied his special talents to Paris’ 
traditional fashion drawings with dramatic 
effect. 


Schmitt said: “ I have 16 
girls and four male dancers. 
Both girls and boys have 
perfect figures and adjusting 
the clothes to be shown pre­ 
sents no problem." 


It 
takes 
Schmitt 
three 
days of rehearsals to set up 
a fashion ballet, with dif­ 
ferent choreography and m u­ 
sic for each new show. So 
far as choreography goes, it 
is 
the 
reverse 
procedure 
than that for a classical bal­ 
let where the music dictates 
the steps. In a fashion ballet 
the clothes set the attitudes 
and call the tune. 


Norbert first sits through 
a collection, d e f i n e s the 
mood, then chooses the suit­ 
able 
music which can go 
from classics to electronics 
and sound effects all in the 
same show 


In the fashion ballet it is 
the attitude that counts, not 
so much the steps. 


Last 
year 
the 
Schmitt 
troupe 
took 
a 
show 
of 
French 
de 
luxe 
boutique 
styles all over Germany. On 
another occasion the group 
traveled to Spain where they 
showed Van Cleef & Arpels 
jewels to the rich ladies of 
Madrid 


His fee is $2,000 for the 
production, plus the dancers’ 
modeling fees and traveling 
expenses. Many French de­ 
signers consider the expense 
not too high for this new 
“emotion" brought to their 
creations. 


Says Schmitt: 
Dancing is 
one of the very few arts left 
where genuine, exciting crea 
tion still is possible.' He is 
a perfect example of the 
triumph of mind over m at­ 
ter. He suffered a hip injury 
as a teen-ager which left 
him paralyzed on one side 
and doctors indicated danc­ 
ing as part of his rehabilita­ 
tion. Soon he was enthralled 
by ballet and shortly after 
he was enrolled in a ballet 
company. Today the fashion 
ballet.’

Say it ain't so

NEW YORK (U P I)—"Say it ain’t so, J o e.” 
A heart-broken kid, his voice reflecting all the despair 
and anxiety he felt, made that plea of Shoeless Joe Jackson 
more than a half century ago. 
He made it in Chicago shortly after Jackson and seven of 
his White Sox team m ates had been barred from baseball 
forevermore for conspiring to “ throw” the 1919 World 
Series to the Cincinnati Reds. 
Jane Blalock, the 26-year-old wom en’s golfer now playing 
under a cloud, wasn’t even born when the infamous “ Black 
Sox” scandal took place. 
She hasn’t even heard of Shoeless Joe Jackson, yet he and 
she have something in common. 
Jackson, who died 11 years ago, was no run-of-the-mill 
performer. He was one of the best at his job. So is Jane 
Blalock in her field. 
To his dying day, Shoeless Joe always insisted he was 
innocent of any real wrongdoing. Jane Blalock makes that 
sam e claim , and although she hasn’t been charged with 
anywhere near as serious a transgression as Jackson was, 
she is m ost disturbed by the sam e spectre he was until the 
very end 


Before he died in Greenville, S.C., I spoke with Jackson, 
who was then approaching 60, and in the course of our 
conversation he told m e what really bothered him most was 
the general reaction of “ the kids.” Like that one who said to 
him, “Say it ain’t so, Joe.” 
“ I know what 1 did, and in my heart I know it wasn’t what 
they said it w as,” he told m e, “but how do you explain that 
to the kids?” 
Jane Blalock was never accused of throwing any gam es. 
What she stands accused of by other players on the Ladies 
Professional Golf Association tour is a breach of golf rules. 
Another way of saying that is she marked her ball 
improperly on the greens. Still another way of saying it is 
she has been accused of cheating, which is what the LPGA 
said when it disqualified her from an earlier tournament in 
Louisville, fined her $500 and suspended her until next June 
1. 
The 
Portsmouth, 
N.H., 
pro 
gained 
an 
injunction 
permitting her to keep competing on the tour, with any 
money she wins being held in escrow, and along with that 
she instituted a $5million anti trust suit against the LPGA. 
But even should she win that suit, she doesn’t necessarily 
win all those kids over to her, the sam e ones Shoeless Joe 
Jackson was talking about. 
1 know how much the kids mean to Jane Blalock because 
she told m e so herself som etim e before she ever becam e 
involved in her p ^ sen t difficulty. 
She had been named Rookie of the Year in 1969, the Most 
Improved Player on the Tour in 1970 and last year she 
finished third on the money list only to Kathy Whitworth 
and Sandra Haynie. When I asked her what gave her the 
most satisfaction of all, she never hesitated a second. 
“ What I enjoy m ost,” she said, “ what has given me the 
most satisfaction, are the young children who follow m e 
around when I play. I’m not sure how much longer I will 
play. I may quit in a year and I may play 15 m ore years, but 
I am sure about how much the children who watch m e play 
golf mean to me. They make m e feel I’m doing the right 
thing with my life. 
“ I received a letter, for exam ple, after playing in a 
tournament in Kansas City. The letter was written by a 
girl. I’d guess she was 12 years old, and she had watched m e 
for 18 holes. She said she wanted to grow up to be just like 
me. ‘I know you didn’t w in,’ she said, 'but you were the 
best.’” 
Jane Blalock did not win the U.S. W omen’s Open golf 
championship at Mamaroneck Sunday either. She finished 
back in the pack. Before she went out to play, she said she 
knew everybody was watching her because of what has 
happened 
She was right.

to the 
New 
York 
Mets. He seems to have been 
recently shot full of adrena­ 
lin. 


At the end of last season. 
Willie 
Mays 
was 
em bar­ 
rassing himself, something 
he said he’d never do—he 
said he’d quit when it came 
to t h a t . In the play-offs 
against the Pirates, there 
were fly balls dropping at 
May’s feet in center that 
once would have plopped in 
his waist-high glove. 


At the beginning of this 
season, it looked like cur­ 
tains for Mays. He was hit­ 


ting below .200, hitting no 
homers, and hitting rock bot­ 
tom with his m a n a g e r , 
Charlie Fox. He was a high­ 
ly paid decaying superstar 
who was cantankerous and 
ineffectual. In short, no bar­ 
gain any more. At least, not 
for the Giants. 


Owner Horace Stoneham of 
the Giants, unable to afford 
Mays’ salary and unable to 
see a future place for Mays 
in the Giant organization, 
knew that he could peddle 
Mays off to the Mets, whose 
owner, Mrs. Joan Payson, 
has a 
sentimental 
attach­ 
ment for Mays that stretches 
umbilically back to the days 
of the New 
York Giants. 
Mrs. Payson would be happy 
to 
sign' Mays’ 
sumptuous 
checks. 


And New York welcomed 
Mays the way the ancient 
Greeks greeted a war-worn 
hero borne aloft on a shield. 
He had been away from the 
home front since the Giants 
moved to San Francisco in 
1958. 


Mays had been a young, 
bubbly, wondrously enthusi­ 
astic and exciting ballplay­ 
er then, and “ Say, hey Wil­ 
lie” was everybody’s boy.

television attitude to appeal 
to middleground America 
If 
you're

exception, you might simply 
dismiss such an idea But 
suppose you re like most 
politicians.

agency

maybe a public relations 
firm 
Or 
get 
a 
media 
advisor 
Or 
perhaps 
do 
several 
of these 
things 
Manv politicans do 


OUT OUR w a y 


Or you could save yourself 
a 
little 
money 
by 
just 
turning on your television 
set and studying some of the 
people 
who 
have 
made 
careers out of appealing to 
middleground .America 
Johnny 
Carson, 
for 
instance. 
The fascination of a video 
survivor like Carson is not 
merely his showbiz side. He 
is a first-class comedian, 
but there are others. 
What is fascinating above 
all is that he has lasted 
more than a decade on a 
late-night show that is on

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seven-and-a-half 
hours 
a 
week 
(plus 
weekend 
reruns», and most of the 
time 
he 
is 
talking, 
or 
listening to someone talk 
His late-night competitors 
come and go. And he and his 
guests go on talking. His 
ratings are a knockout. And 
that means they love him in 
middleground 
America. 
Which means they love his 
attitude. 
What is it? 
First, 
he projects the 
attitude of a winner. He is 
not awed by guests. When 
stars come on, he treats 
them as equals. They may 
be stars in their own fields, 
but on his show he is the 
star, and he acts it. Not 
flagrantly, but firmly. 
His late-night competitor 
Dick Cavett is a delightfully 
disarming man, and as a 
result is not hesitant to show 
some natural awe of people 
he has long admired or 
idolized This appeals to his 
fans, but to a mass audience 
it may register subtly as an 
act of 
subservience not 
expected of stars. 
In short, we always see 
Carson hobnobbing with top 
stars as one of the acknow­ 
ledged members of the club 
And 
we 
sometimes 
see 
Cavett 
admiring 
stars 
almost at a distance, like a 
fan, even though he may be 
sitting right across from 
them 


This may be real and 
honest and intelligent and 
modest, but it undoubtedly 
lacks mass audience clout. 
Modesty doesn't get many 
rating points unless you also 
happen to be Fred Astaire. 
A 
strong 
guest 
occasionally 
can 
take 
control of the conversation 
from Cavett, monopolize the 
show, aim its direction and 
sometimes bring a friendly 
boyish protest from him 
This does not happen to 
Carson. No one moves in on 
him or pushes him in a 
direction he doesn't want to 
g° 
Even the master insult 
comedian Don Rickies gets 
out of line only as part of his 
act, and only at Carson s 
whim. 
Carson is never on the 
defensive. 
He 
is 
all 
business, 
even 
in 
his 
comedy. His basic approach 
seems to be that of a mature 
businessman who happens 
to be in show business. His 
fans apparently feel secure 
with this. It is difficult to 
imagine him being boyish 
If he is introspective or 
complex he keeps it a secret 
and doesn’t burden the aud­ 
ience with this aspect of 
him. 
Here, too. Cavett differs. 
His introspection is written 
all over his face. 
And there are times you 
get the feeling he is thinking 
there must be a saner way 


to 
make 
a 
living 
than 
standing here telling these 
jokes. 
While both Carson and 
Cavett are extremely quick­ 
witted in reacting to the 
unexpected, 
a fellow at 
NBC-TV has this view of 
their abilities: 
“ Given a terrific, witty 
guest, no one can touch 
Cavett...Given, conversely, 
the average semi-celebrity 
available as' a late-night 
guest, some of Cavetts fire 
seems to go out...Carson, on 
the other hand, is at his 
most 
entertaining 
when 
things start to go wrong... 
“ Cavett’s 
brilliance 
comes 
from 
having 
someone great to talk to. 
Carson's brilliance comes 
from his ability to make 
humor out of the routine 
disasters 
of 
late-night 
television.” 


At any rate, the joy in 
watching Cavett is seeing a 
conversation 
take 
its 
natural 
course. 
But the 
strength of Carson is that he 
rarely lets a conversation 
get very far from where he 
wants it to go. He steers the 
talk to the advantage of his 
show’s impact. 


The result is that it is 
often superficial talk but a 
pleasant passage of time 
No complexities if he can 
help it. Send the viewer to 
bed 
happy. 
He has an 


instinctive 
understanding 
for middleground America. 
In the end, it must be an 
instinctive gift. 
To last a decade at it and 
still be going strong leaves 
no doubt Carson's attitude 
works. 
It is an attitude that not 
only attracts viewers and 
flattens competitors, 
but 
also undoubtedly fascinates 
other 
performers 
and, 
perhaps, 
even 
some 
politicians.

Search for skyjackers 


With 
the spectre of m ass tragedy 
inherent in each new hijacking episode, 
innocent passengers throughout the world 
can only hope that the United Nations will 
heed 
the 
airlines 
pilots 
profession’s 
demands that the U.N. take affirmative 
action. 
Facing their responsibilities to those 
passengers as aircraft commanders, the 
International Federation of Airline Pilots 
Associations has threatened to ground the 
world airliners to point up the seriousness 
of the problem and to halt air service to 
those nations which harbor hijackers once 
they’ve achieved sanctuary. 
U.N. action of course will only be 
symbolic, stating civilized nations’ deep 
concern with the fearsome portents of air 
piracy. It is a concern, however, which 
should be expressed. 


Washington calling by AAarquis Childs 


An end to air hijacking though will only 
come when its perpatrators are denied 
the opportunity to play their psychopathic 
games. Long prison terms for those who 
have been apprehended haven’t been much 
of a deterrent of late. And metal detectors, 
mysterious 
psychological 
profiles 
of 
boarding passengers or whatever haven’t 
done the job. 


While 
it 
may 
be 
inconvenient 
to 
everyday airline passengers, why not 
search every boarder and his luggage for 
the tools of destruction a hijacker must 
carry even to threaten his dirty business? 
Overseas travellers are used to such 
procedures when going through customs, 
and the inconvenience of search seems 
highly preferable to being hijacked or 
possibly killed. 


McGovern only small help

It IS this range of

They must iry to calculate the 
McGovern effect in their individual 
districts 
In moments of great 
pessimism they see the loss of the 
tidy majority that for 40 years has 
been practically unbroken, with only 
four years at two separate times of

In the deep south and even in the

Democrats

concerned In most instances with

The 
picture 
is 
different 
for 
members from marginal districts 
and for the first-termers. Les Aspin 
of Wisconsin is a case in point. He 
defeated a Republican incumbent in 
1970 with a majority of 61 per cent, 
thanks in part to the puli of Sen. 
William Proxmire at the head of the 
statewide ticket. Now he must 
figure on a McGovern down draft of 
“ X ” percentage in a state that has 
gone R-^publican in every election 
since 
1952 
with 
the Goldwater 
exception. 
A more critical case is that of 
William R. Roy, who defeated a 
Republican incumbent in 1970 in, of 
all places, Topeka, Kan. Roy, a 
medical doctor, ran ahead of every 
Democrat in his part of the state. In 
his district Humphrey in 1968 got 39 
per cent of the vote. A private poll 
recently showed McGovern with 38 
per cent, which is a tolerable drop if 
Roy can galvanize the organization 
that put him in two years ago. He 
believes that if McGovern will edge 
away from some of his more radical 
positions the going will not be too 
rough. 
All this is, of course, premature. 
McGovern won the primaries with a 
remarkable 
organization 
of 
enthusiastic young. They provided 
the 
zeal, 
the 
vigor 
and 
the 
confidence 
that 
the 
traditional 
candidates lacked. 
Come 
September 
this 
same 
organization across the country can 


mean a lot not only for the national 
ticket but for Democrats at the state 
and district level. Good will from 
both sides — the zealous young and 
the skeptical locals — will be 
essential to erase the alienation that 
otherwise is likely to prevail. 
McGovern’s first test after Miami 
Beach, granted that that conclave 
does not end in the kind of carnage 
making the nomination all but 
worthless, 
is how he puts his 
campaign together. He will need to 
draw on the most knowledgeable 
and dedicated workers regardless of 
ideology. 
This 
gentle, 
mild- 
mannered South Dakotan cannot be 
expected 
to 
jump 
out 
of 
the 
television tube and embrace the 
voters. More than any campaign in 
recent 
history 
it 
will rest on 
organization rather than the appeal 
of personality. There is a lot of 
talent that McGovern can draw on. 
The Democratic study group in the 
House 
has 
a 
staff 
with 
a 
comprehensive knowledge in the 
congressional field. 
On the organization level the 
parallel with the Nixon campaign, if 
it follows the pattern of 1968, is 
close. 
The 
President 
is 
no 
charismatic television performer. 
The reliance four years ago was on 
large-scale, intensive organization, 
with all the hoopla of flag-waving 
Nixonettes getting top billing over 
the candidate’s speeches.

Japan fears trade curbs 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The 
Japanese 
government 
is 
deeply worried over the continuing 
huge trade imbalance between itself 
and the United States. It fears new 
U.S. trade restrictions may come 
soon if ways are not found to narrow 
the gap. 
A high Japanese official told me 
that most hope is placed in the idea 
of increasing Japan’s imports from 
America, 
since 
that 
country’s 
exports to us have remained high 
despite substantial changes in the 
currency 
exchange 
rate 
and 
consequent price increases. 
Amicable negotations with U.S. 
officials go on steadily, but nothing 
has yet been worked out. 


The Japanese are 
even 
considering 
buying more Ameri­ 
can raw materials 
than they presently 
need 
and 
stock­ 
piling 
them 
here 
against future use. 


The Japanese government is said 
to feel that wider “ home front’’ 
consumption of U.S. products is a 
necessary step, but it is concerned 
at what it believes will be the 
inevitable slowness of such a move. 
Though Japan has made progress 


in lowering tariff barriers, some 
still remain. And their reduction or 
removal is tightly entangled in 
internal Japanese politics. 


The intensity of Japan’s fears is 
related 
directly 
to 
official 
conviction that President Nixon 
may feel compelled to move before 
the fall election to try to squeeze 
down the embarrassing U.S. world 
trade deficit. 
Yet, while it is afraid the United 
States will drop the other shoe, 
Tokyo does not think any new 
American restrictions would have 
the harsh, almost hostile sounds it 
ascribed to our stiff trade curbs 
imposed in 1971. 


The Japanese believe they have 
given 
strong 
proofs 
of 
an 
understanding 
of 
our 
trade 
difficulties, and of a willingness to 
cooperate in solving them. 


They think they gained basic 
points with us when they sided with 
our representatives last October in 
the effort to keep Taiwan (the 
Republic of China) in the United 
Nations. They also think that U.S.- 
Japanese relations were improved 
by 
their 
gulping 
down 
tough 
restrictions on textile imports here, 
and 
accepting 
sharp 
upward 
revaluation of their currency. 
What shows through in all this is 


the same unshakable element I 
found in my visit to Japan last fall; 
The Japanese devoutly feel that 
their links to the United States — 
and to other nations in the free 
western world — are truly their 
lifeline. 
It 
never 
occurs 
to 
responsible Japanese officials to 
take 
any 
course 
which 
would 
imperil 
that 
indispensable 
connection. 


This does not mean Japan is not 
looking about with a fresh eye. High 
circles suggest that not too long 
after a new government replaces 
Prime Minister Sato this July, 
Japan’s own overtures to mainland 
China may be expected. 
Possibly more important still, the 
Japanese currently are involved in 
negotiations with the Soviet Union 
over 
a 
proposed 
collaborative 
undertaking 
to 
construct 
an 
incredible oil pipeline from western 
Siberia to Russia’s Pacific port of 
Vladivostok. The distance to be 
covered is nearly 5,(XK) miles. 


If the deal is made, Japan would 
supply materials and credit. It 
would be a real ice-breaker in the 
long 
chilly 
Tokyo-Moscow 
relationship. But, say key Japanese 
authorities, it would not in any way 
alter Japan’s fundamental reliance 
upon the United States.

The limits 
were once frankly termed “ filth 
allowances” 
but the name has 
recently been reprocessed into the 
more 
palatable 
“ defect 
action 
levels.” 
In 
chocolate, 
150 
“ insect 
fragments” and four rat hairs are 


allowed per half pound. In wheat, 
one “ rodent pellet” is OK in every 
pint and in peanut butter, 225 insect 
fragments (on the average) or nine 
rodent hairs can be folded into every 
K)und. 
(What about 
172 insect 
ragments and six rodent hairs in 
combination?). 
The piece didn’t mention whether 
or not there is a union for rodent 
pellet sifters. 
The FDA appended that perfect 
purity in food is impossible and that 
these levels preclude any health 
hazard, but do you still want to be a 
professional food taster? 


A recent survey conducted by a 
group called Housewives Involved in 
Pollution Solutions (HIPS) disclosed 
that a major hamburger chain 
consumed three billion kilowatt 
hours and 890 square miles of forest 
felled just to make the paper cups, 
bags, wrappers, napkins and other 
products involved in turning out 


eight billion hamburgers. 
There’s no reason to suspect that 
other chains aren’t consuming the 
same amounts. The earth deserves a 
break today. 


Under terms of the Refuse Act of 
1899 whereby those who report 
water pollution are awarded part of 
the fine, a federal grand jury in Los 
Angeles recently indicted a major 
construction company for allegedly 
discharging alkaline solids into Los 
Angeles Harbor last year. The 
company: Johns-Manville Products 
Corp.
